Discussions begin 
over college’s field

DISCUSSIONS are being held be¬ 
tween the headteacher at Newmarket 
Academy and residents living nearby 
over the college’s plans to fence off 
the playing fields. 

Earlier this month, the school an¬ 
nounced it would be erecting a 1.8m 
fence around the field after advice 
from Oftsed. 

The Ofsted report said that “al¬ 
though students are suitably su¬ 
pervised by staff, it is not unusual, 
while they learn sports on the field, 
to see members of the public using 
the same space to walk dogs with¬ 
out leads”. The report added: “This 
aspect of safeguarding should be ad¬ 
dressed urgently”. 

But people living nearby were con¬ 
cerned that they would no longer 
be able to use the green space - and 
started an online petition. 

Freshfields resident Kevin Yarrow 
said: “Newmarket has a unique situ¬ 
ation in that access to most major 
open spaces is prohibited before 
lpm because of use by racehorses. 

“This field provides resource for 
legitimate leisure use by individuals 
and families, some of whom do not 
have a garden.” 

At a meeting held last week be¬ 
tween residents and the school, con¬ 
cerns were raised about anti-social 
behaviour on the field, including dog 


fouling. Residents were also worried 
about plans for a new path to run be¬ 
tween the field and the back gardens 
of Freshfields residents, designed 
to compensate for the loss of access 
across the field. 

At the meeting, headteacher Nick 
Froy said some residents had asked 
him to close the school field to the 
public completely because of anti¬ 
social behaviour. 


But other residents did not agree 
and wanted to be able to use the 
field, at least after school hours. 

Mick Smith, who also lives on 
Freshfields, added: “I am 49 years old 
and have lived on Freshfields since I 
was four or five. I have had access to 
the field all my life. 

“It is easy to focus on the negative 
but there are lots of positive uses for 
it too.” 


Residents of Freshfields attended 
the full town council meeting in 
Newmarket on Monday evening to 
make their views heard. 

Mr Froy told councillors: “The 
fence is a priority for us because it 
has been identified by Ofsted as a 
concern for a long period of time. My 
greatest concern is the safeguarding 
of my students...” 

Mr Froy retired to another council 
room with residents to discuss their 
concerns. 

Together they came up with vari¬ 
ous possibilities to keep the field 

open to the public after school 
hours including the creation of 
a committee who would be key 
holders, looking after the field. 

New drawings would also be 
created by the school’s surveyor, 
Mark Hatley. 

Residents will be able to see 
the drawings and the school will 
hold another meeting before taking 
a vote. 

Mr Froy added: “We have to fence 
the field off for the safety of our chil¬ 
dren - but everything else is up for 
grabs. We are listening to local resi¬ 
dents and if people want to come and 
talk to me I’m happy to meet them. 

“We want to start work as soon as 
possible but we also made it clear 
that we will delay that until we have 
managed to have a full consultation 
with residents.” 


Teenager 
threatened 
with knife 

A TEENAGE boy was 
left terrified after being 
threatened with a knife in 
Soham. 

The 17-year-old boy, 
from Burwell, was attacked 
outside a petrol station in 
Ford ham Road, Soham. 

The incident took 
place between 7.40pm 
and 7.55pm on Sunday, 
November 23, while the 
victim was outside the 
petrol station with his 
girlfriend. 

Offenders pulled up in a 
dark Fiat Punto before the 
driver and front passenger 
got out. 

The driver started 
questioning the man and 
punched him in the face. 

The passenger then 
produced a large knife and 
threated to stab the boy. 

Police are appealing 
for information after the 
attack. 

The driver is described 
as a man in his mid-20s, 
around six foot tall and 
stocky, with dark hair and 
wearing a black hoody. 

The front passenger is 
described as a man in his 
mid-20s, around 5'10" and 
stocky with blonde hair, 
wearing an Adidas top and 
bodywarmer. A third man 
stayed in the car. 

Detective Sergeant John 
Yore said: "This was a 
frightening ordeal for the 
victim and his girlfriend."

County's newest fire station opens 


THE region's newest fire 
station opened its doors for 
the first time on Monday 
afternoon after a £1 million 
building project. 

Burwell community Fire 
and Rescue station was 
opened by Chief Fire Officer 
Graham Stagg and Chairman 
of the Cambridgeshire Fire 
Authority Sir Peter Brown 
opened the new station. 


The new station is a short 
distance from the base's old 
depot in Reach Road, and 
also includes a purpose-built 
on-site training facility for 
firemen. 

Sir Peter Brown said: "This 
new station is a significant 
improvement on the old 
facilities. Firefighters can 
now maintain their skills on 
site rather than having to 


travel to another location, 
meaning more time can 
be spent harnessing their 
techniques." 

Mr Stagg added: 

"Investing in our on-call 
service, particularly in rural 
areas of the county, is hugely 
important to us and we are 
thrilled to see the fire engine 
driving out of the doors of 
this new station." 


‘Pay back profit 
or face prison’ 


A COMPANY director from 
Burwell who traded over 
£3 million worth of banned 
products with Iran has been 
ordered to pay back over a 
million pounds of his crimi¬ 
nal profits - or face another 
15 months in prison. 

Gary Summerskill, 54, of 
High Street, Burwell, ap¬ 
peared at the Old Bailey 
on Friday, eight months af¬ 
ter being sentenced to 30 
months in prison for export¬ 
ing controlled goods. 

In an investigation by 
HM Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC), it was found that 
Summerskill was attempt¬ 
ing to “conceal the illegal ex¬ 
port of alloy valves to Iran”. 

These valves are subject to

an export ban to the country 
and others because of their 
potential to be used in the 
construction of weapons. 

His company, Delta Pacif¬ 
ic Manufacturing based in 
Broadpiece, Soham, made 
three illegal shipments of 
the valves, valued at £3.4 
million, to Iran without 
an export licence, skirting 
the ban by diverting them 
through Hong Kong and 
Azerbaijan. 

At an earlier sentenc¬ 
ing in March, the company 
was ordered to pay fines of 
£225,000. 

Last week, Summerskill 


and the company were told 
they would have to pay back 
a collective £1.14 million 
- £68,000 from Summer- 
skill within six months and 
£1,072,000 from Delta Pa¬ 
cific Manufacturing. 

Peter Millroy, assistant di¬ 
rector of criminal investiga¬ 
tion at HMRC, said: “Sum¬ 
merskill knew that he was 
acting illegally - he manip¬ 
ulated a system which has 
been put in place to protect 
public safety simply to line 
his own pickets. 

“He has not only paid the 
price by losing his liberty, 
but he now has to pay back 
the money he has made 
from his criminal activities 
or face more time in jail.” 


Lawyer appointed for licence fight 


A LAWYER will be appointed 
to represent the town 
council in their fight 
against a sex establishment 
application in Newmarket. 

At a meeting of the 
full town council on 
Monday night, councillors 
voted to appoint a legal 
representative to fight the 
bid from Heaven Awaits 


gentleman's club to renew 
their sex establishment 
licence. 

Six councillors voted 
in favour of appointing 
licensing lawyer David 
Dadds at a fixed price of 
£750, while five councillors 
voted against the proposal. 

After the meeting, town 
mayor Rachel Hood said: 


"We have tried our best to 
do it ourselves. I have been 
a lawyer for 30 years and I 
have been more than happy 
to do it myself but we have 
not been successful. 

"The main point now is 
we get a fair hearing and can 
properly represent ourselves 
and the people of the town 
who do not want this club."

A WOMAN hunting for a lost 
dog fears it could have been 
savaged in a brutal attack - by 
two wild pumas. 

Sam Hammond was looking 
for her friend’s black Labrador 
cross Bea Bea when she spot¬ 
ted the two cat-like beasts 
running through a field. 

She said she heard a yelping 
15 minutes later and fears the 
dog may have been attacked 
by the cats. 

The dog has still not been 
found. 

Sam reported the sighting 
in Red Lodge to the police the 
same day and is convinced 
the mystery animals were 
puma cubs. 

She said: “I was search¬ 
ing for my friend’s dog and 
thought I’ll just try this field 
where there was a farmer. 

“I got halfway across and 
turned around and the farm¬ 
er had left. I started walking 
back and I then looked to my 
left and saw these two cats at 
the edge of the field. 

“The cats were focusing on 
where they were walking. I 
think they were on the scent 
of something. 

“I just ran and thought I 
need to get as far away as 
possible. I was really scared. 

“I’m 100 per cent certain 
there were two and 100 per 
cent that they were big cats. I 
am so shaken up by it.” 

Sam met up with her friend 
and told her what happened. 

But when they continued 
their search, they heard a dog 
bark and then “a dog cry out 
in pain”

And it is not the first time 
Sam has spotted a big cat in 
Suffolk. 

In 1996 she believes she 
spotted a black panther near 
Long Melford in Suffolk and 
later on found a “massive 
footprint” in the village. 

Sam said: “I never thought 
I’d see anything like it again. 
The fact I saw two cats when 
I have already seen one just 
scared me. 

“The fact I saw two this 
time has really affected me 
because I was in the middle of 
a field with them. They could 
have got me in a second.” 

Suffolk Police have con¬ 
firmed they have received a 
report of the sighting of the 
cats on November 12. 

A spokeswoman from the 
force said: “It is rare that we 


receive these types of calls in 
the county, but if someone 
does believe they have seen 
a big cat they can contact po¬ 
lice. 

“If there is immediate dan¬ 
ger we will respond but often 
the sighting will be referred 
to other agencies such as the 
RSPCA.” 

The incident comes two 
months after a man reported 
a big cat sighting in Milden- 
hall Woods, just three miles 
from the spot where Sam says 
she saw them in Red Lodge. 

A large “cat like” crea¬ 
ture was reportedly spotted 
through the trees on Thet- 
ford Road on September 1, 
and it was also reported that 
a “deer carcass stripped to the 
bone” was found not far from 
the same spot in Mildenhall 


Woods just a few days previ¬ 
ously. 

lohn Berrett of Barton 
Mills spotted the cat and 
said he had “no doubt” that 
it was a wild creature, add¬ 
ing that in his 70 years, he 
had only seen something 
like that “on TV or in the 
zoo”. 

Sam Hammond and Bea 
Bea’s owner are still hoping 


that they were wrong and 
that the dog is alive and will 
continue their search for 
Bea Bea around the local 
area.

Several reported sightings 
of big cats roaming wild 

SIGHTINGS of big cats around f 7 J 


SIGHTINGS of big cats around 
the country are thought to 
have become more common 
after 1976 when the Danger¬ 
ous Wild Animals Act was 
brought in and owners were 
banned from keeping them as 
pets. 

The big cat owners then be¬ 
gan to release their cats into 
the wild. 

There have been several 
sightings of big cats around 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk 
since the early 1990s. 

A lynx was shot dead in Bec- 
cles in 1991 after it killed 15 
sheep over a two-week spell. 

Cambridgeshire police were 
called 63 times by concerned 
residents between 1998 and 
2010 about big cat sightings. 

In 1998, a big cat was spot¬ 
ted in Ely and a “black pan¬ 
ther” was also seen on the Al. 

In 2000, big cats were seen 



in Soham, Foxton, Alconbury, 
Landbeach, Etton, Knapwell, 
Longstanton and Ely. 

And the following year, the 
cats were reportedly spotted 
in Trumpington, St Neots, St 
Ives and Soham. 

A further sighting was again 
reported in Soham in 2002. 

In March 2008, a “large dark 
cat” was spotted in fields in 
Manea, between March and 
Littleport. 

Now earning the nickname 
the “Fen Tiger”, the cat was 


spotted in 
Derby¬ 
shire 


again spotted between Whit¬ 
tlesey, March and in Chatteris. 

In 2010, Cambridgeshire 
police received three reports 
of a “large cat” seen in Somer- 
sham, Little Eversden. 

In 2011 a “puma type ani¬ 
mal” was seen running across 
a garden in Upwood. 

In 2012, two “panther-like 
creatures” were spotted in the 
snow near Duxford. And last 
year, a couple in Isleham said 
they had seen a “black crea¬ 
ture with a long tail”.

Teen drug dealer 
put behind bars 


A TEENAGER who tried to sell illegal 
drugs on the streets of Newmarket 
has been sent to a Young Offenders 
Institution. 

Rebecca Steen, 19, of Periman 
Close, Newmarket was arrested af¬ 
ter police were alerted to suspected 
drug dealing activity in the town on 
May 22. 

Prosecutor Martyn Levett told Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court on Friday that 
officers stopped Steen in Fred Archer 
Way and she had been co-operative 
during a search. 

When three wraps were found in 
her mouth, Steen volunteered that 
there were five more in her bag, Mr 
Levett said the wraps were colour- 
coded blue for heroin and white for 
crack cocaine. 

When interviewed Steen said she 
had made the decision to sell the

wraps but would not reveal who had 
supplied them to her. She said she 
was not working on behalf of any¬ 
one else. 

Details of known drug users were 
found on her mobile phone together 
with a text message from someone 
requesting “one of each” said Mr Le¬ 
vett. 

In the bottom of Steen’s bag were 
found parts of wrappers similar to 
those used for the drugs. 

Mitigating, Rebecca Wastall said: 
“This is a sorry tale of a young lady 
who at the time of the offences was 
18 years of age.” 

Steen had used cannabis since the 
age of 12 and progressed to heroin 


and cocaine and at the time had 
been in a relationship with a much 
older man who had her “under his 
spell.” 

The wraps of heroin and crack co¬ 
caine had been purchased by Steen 
for £15 each and she had hoped to 
get the same amount for them. 

Ms Wastall said: “She had no mon¬ 
ey and found herself in the position 
where she had nothing to live on. 

“She took the decision to sell the 
drugs she had bought for herself.” 

Sentencing her, Judge John 
Devaux said he recognised Steen’s 
drug addiction and co-operation 
when she was arrested. 

Steen, who had pleaded guilty 
to possession of heroin and crack 
cocaine with intent to supply, was 
sentenced to 28 months in a Young 
Offenders Institution. 


Fence plans for allotments hit by arsonists 


A NEW fence could be 
erected around allotments 
in Newmarket after a se¬ 
ries of arson attacks in the 
past year. 

New Cheveley Road al¬ 
lotments were targeted 
by arsonists over a two- 
month period earlier this 
year. 

At a meeting of New¬ 
market town council on 
Monday evening, council¬ 
lors were joined by Suffolk 
police who said they had 
increased their patrols, 


both covert and high vis¬ 
ibility, to avoid a similar 
situation. 

They also told council¬ 
lors that a man was arrest¬ 
ed after the attacks but it 
was “not substantive” and 
he was released. 

One of the neighbour¬ 
hood priorities will now 
also be to prevent and de¬ 
tect arson in the town after 
the New Cheveley Road al¬ 
lotments were targeted a 
number of times over the 
past few months. 


Councillors will also 
be looking at spending 
money to improve fenc¬ 
ing around the site to stop 
a similar situation in the 
future. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said: 
“I have been around the 
whole fence myself and 
discussed it with the allot¬ 
ment association. 

“What they would like to 
do is spend £3,000 to put a 
new fence around there.” 

The council heard there 
wasn’t a single part of the 


fence that wasn’t weak 
and that it all should be 
replaced to make it more 
secure. 

Cllr Hirst proposed that 
the Community Services 
committee should be 
given delegated powers 
to make a decision during 
their committee meeting 
next month. 

The decision will be 
made at a meeting of the 
Community Services com¬ 
mittee on December 1 in 
Newmarket. 
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SARS doctor retires after 
40 ‘outstanding’ years

A MUCH-loved doctor from 
Suffolk Accident Rescue Ser¬ 
vice has retired after 40 years 
service. 

Dr Andrew Mason re¬ 
tired earlier this month, 
just hours after being called 
out in the early hours of the 
morning to attend a road ac¬ 
cident. 

He joined SARS, who at¬ 
tend accidents and medical 
incidents around Suffolk, as 
a volunteer immediate care 
doctor on April 1, 1974, after 
the birth of his son and tri¬ 
plet daughters. 

In those 40 years, Dr Ma¬ 
son attended over 2,000 
emergency calls across Suf¬ 
folk, Cambridgeshire, Nor¬ 
folk and Essex. 

On one occasion, the doc¬ 
tor, who started working as 
a GP in Cambridge on the 
same day, even helped with 
an incident in Yorkshire 
while travelling to visit his 
parents. 

Dr Mason remembered 
his time with SARS with fond 
memories, despite the sad¬ 
ness he had witnessed day 
to day. 

He said: “Over the years 
I have seen everything. On 
the tragic side of things I 
have seen people injured 
or dead and everything you 
can imagine in between. 

“You can just get burnt out 
doing this sort of work if you 
don’t have a coping strategy 
but I have managed to work 
one out over 40 years of do¬ 
ing this. 

“One of the last cases I did 


was being called to the tragic 
quadbike accident at Cowl- 
inge. Unfortunately that 
turned out to be fatal but we 
worked very hard to try and 
save that young man.” 

He added: “But there have 
also been some wonderful 
memories where I have been 
able to help people and then 
meet them and that’s really 
rewarding. 

“I only play a small part in 
this though, there’s the am¬ 
bulance service team and 
those in A&E. I am only one 
part of a bigger jigsaw that 
makes it possible to save 
people’s lives.” 

Alongside his voluntary 


work with the charity, Dr 
Mason also worked as Sen¬ 
ior Racecourse Medical Of¬ 
ficer at Newmarket, retiring 
on the last day of the flat 
season on November 1. 

He added: “The race¬ 
course work and my acci¬ 
dent work at the roadside 
worked together really well. 

“I worked with jockeys at 
the racecourse and nothing 
could happen on a jockey 
that I had not seen at the 
roadside.” 

Dr Mason has now left his 
medicine work behind him 
and said he will be spending 
his time with his wife after 
being made honorary presi¬ 


dent of SARS at its general 
meeting last week. 

SARS described his retire¬ 
ment as the “end of an era”. 
They said: “Dr Andy Mason 
has now signed off from ac¬ 
tive duty with SARS after over 
40 years of outstanding vol¬ 
untary service. 

Over the years he has 
helped thousands of people 
in and around Suffolk who 
have been critically ill or in¬ 
jured. 

“Andy is believed to have 
been the longest continuous 
serving immediate care doc¬ 
tor in the UK. 

“He has shown an absolute¬ 
ly remarkable commitment 
to prehospital care in Suffolk, 


and like all SARS responders, 
this has been done voluntar¬ 
ily and without charge. 

“He will be greatly missed 
by everybody at SARS.” 

But Dr Mason’s work with 
SARS continues after he spent 
February wearing a body cam 
for a show on Pick TV and Sky 
One called BritCam. 

Dr Mason’s calls will be 
shown in the programme on 
December 2 and December 9 
at 10pm. 

SARS does not receive any 
statutory government fund¬ 
ing and is reliant on funding 
from “external sources”.

vehicles 

ADVICE has been released 
by police after thieves 
targeted three catalytic 
converters in Newmarket 
last week. 

The thefts took place 
between the afternoon of 
Monday, November 17 
and Tuesday, November 
18. 

The first happened in 
Carson Walk where a 
catalytic converter was 
stolen from a Citroen C4. 

Then in Lester Piggot 
Way, thieves targeted 
the exhaust system of a 
Ford Focus, stealing the 
middle silencer. A silencer 
of a Citroen C4 parked 
in Doug Smith Close was 
also stolen. 

Both of those are 
believed by police to be 
failed attempts to steal the 
catalytic converters. 

Police have issued 
advice to protect catalytic 
converters. They said 
vehicles should be parked 
in a locked and secure 
garage, owners should use 
alarms, lighting and CCTV 
to deter thieves, or park in 
a well lit public area. 

Motorists should park 
in a way to make access 
to a catalytic converter 
difficult, or parallel with 
another vehicle. 

They said to look out for 
people who are "working" 
under vehicles, even with 
flourescent jackets, as they 
may not be the owners. 

Drivers should also 
get their catalytic 
converters marked with 
the registration etched 
on the shell. Anyone 
with information about 
the thefts should call 
101 quoting NE/14/1971 
or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 
111 .

KEEPING THE PRECEPT DOWN 

Mildenhall parish council’s Es¬ 
tablishment & Policy committee, 
after quickly sorting out a number 
of items last week, then had a live¬ 
ly discussion on what amount of 
precept they will recommend Full 
Council to levy when it makes its 
request to FHDC after the Decem¬ 
ber meeting. 

Having noted and generally ap¬ 
proved the budgets presented for 
the three major committees, they 
had before them the figures re¬ 
lating to monies which would be 
provided if alternative increase 
percentages were made. 

One of the ‘unknowns’ with which 
members have to deal is the num- 


one cannot drive into Snailwell 
Road from Fordham Road - and 
vice versa. 

The reason for this is that there 
is a horse walk being constructed - 
at a cost of £89,520 - to facilitate 
horse movements of the three 
stables in Snailwell Road - two 
relatively new and one long 
established, the latter (Pegasus) 
having been built for Fred Archer 
around 1882. 

There might be further and future 
traffic diversions and holdups as 
the plan of Suffolk County Council 
is to install £207,520 of roadside 
'furniture" i.e. lights and stuff, in 
order that the horses from at least 
two of these stables can safely cross 
Snailwell Road and then Fordham 
Road en route to the training 
grounds via the other Fordham 
Road crossing near the Severals. 

Why, you might ask, do the 
horses not use the Fordham Road 
horse walk built some years ago at a 
cost of some £50/70,000 ? 

Well, I reply, the Fordham Road 
horse walk was built largely for 
the benefit of the Pegasus and La 
Grange Stables, the latter built in 
the 1870s. 

Unfortunately, the horses do not 
have the benefit of a horsewalk 
equivalent of a dual carriageway 
so while the horsewalk can cope 
with two strings meeting on the 
horsewalk the possibility of four 
strings meeting is nightmarish: 
hence the circuitous route for the 
two new stables which requires 
horses and riders to negotiate three 
crossings, with the Snailwell crossing 
on the very corner with Fordham 
Road. 

Mr Fanshawe (who trains 
from Pegasus) pointed out these 
problems at the application stage for 
the necessary planning permissions 


ber of new properties which will 
appear in next year’s list. 

On that basis, the committee de¬ 
cided to opt for a 1% per cent 
figure, which will enable the work 
to be maintained (avoiding a ref¬ 
erendum) and also keep the key 
“D Band” precept below the three 
figure mark.

has only been riding and driving 
up and down the Snailwell and 
Fordham Roads for the last 25 years 
one might ignore his assessment.

Unfortunately, there were a 
number of 'experts' involved in 
the planning of this 'accident in 
the making', including traffic and 
highways 'experts' from, among 
others, Suffolk County Council, 
who, amongst all else, seem not to 
realise that racing staff tend to drive 
rather than cycle to work these days 
- hence the number of extra cars 
parked in Snailwell Road near the 
Fordham Road junction. 

One might wonder why the 
purchasers' advisers did not foresee 
and warn of these problems and 
advise against purchase. 

One might also wonder why the 
Newmarket Horsemans Group 
supported these applications for 
permission for the new stables so 
enthusiastically. 

One might further wonder why 
these parties did not first seek to 
secure the solution of using a route 
to the training grounds which is in 
the vendor's ownership. 

Anyway, most of the £207,520 
costs of these safety improvements 
will come from a SI 06 pot; the 
remainder will not be borne by 
racing folk nor solely by Newmarket 
or, indeed, Suffolk folk - which 
latter two, no doubt, might have 
other ideas of how this money 
might be better used. 

Still, it is a great 'victory' for local 
racing policies - and for racing's 
self-interest groups - over the evils 
of logic and common sense.

A new report has revealed 
that one in five people are 
putting their health at risk 
by drinking too much alco¬ 
hol, while an “alcohol harm 
map” from Alcohol Con¬ 
cern also shows that 20 per 
cent of people in Suffolk are 
drinking too much. 

This accounted for 266 
deaths in the county in 2012 
and almost 114,000 hospi¬ 
tal admissions from alcohol 
consumption in 2012 -13. 

The campaign will also 
address drinking before go¬ 
ing out, alcohol in domes¬ 
tic violence and vulnerable 
older people drinking be¬ 
hind closed doors. 

Cllr Andrew Reid, Suf¬ 
folk’s Alcohol Strategy 
Group chair, said: “I want to 
be clear that we’re not de¬ 
monising alcohol or those 
who enjoy a drink. 

“This campaign is very

Damon smashes memorial run target 


A RUNNER who took on the Great 
North Run in memory of his best 
friend tragically killed in a car acci¬ 
dent has raised more than £2,500. 

Damon Hurrell, 44, of Soham, 
took part in the Great North Run 
in September to raise money for 
the Help Me Hear Appeal, raising 
money for Burwell boy Danny’s 
treatment for CHARGE syndrome. 

Damon took on the run in mem¬ 
ory of his best friend, Neil Barnes, 
who was just 34 when he was 


killed in an accident in Burwell 10 
years ago. 

He aimed to raise £500 for the 
appeal - but has managed to com¬ 
pletely smash his target, reaching 
£2,544. 

Robin and Rosemarie Barnes 
said: “Neil was tragically killed in a 
road accident on October 29 2004 
and we would like to give a big 
thank you to Damon for complet¬ 
ing this gruelling half marathon in 
honour of our son. 


“We would also like to show our 
appreciation to all those who gave 
donations including Damon’s fam¬ 
ily, friends and those in the wider 
community including a generous 
donation from The Liam Fairhurst 
Foundation.” 

Damon ran the route with his 
brother-in-law and completed the 
course in two hours and five min¬ 
utes.

A NEW equine marketplace was 
launched at Tattersalls last week 
designed to “streamline” the horse 
buying process. 

The Horsezone website had its 
official launch last Wednesday as 
a marketplace for users buying 
and selling horses and equipment 
in the UK and Ireland. 

People gathered at Tattersalls 
from around the country to hear 
about the initiative, which has 
launched after its success in Aus¬ 
tralia and New Zealand. 

Edmond Mahony, chairman of 
Tattersalls, said: “In 1766 Richard 
Tattersall founded a company 
that brought horsemen together 
to buy and sell horses from all 
sectors of equestrian sport and 
in many ways the launch of Hors¬ 
ezone is Tattersalls returning to 
these roots, but in a 21st century 
manner with a sophisticated on¬ 
line platform.” 

Marketing and business man¬ 
ager for Horsezone, Gabrielle Bar¬ 


rett, said the platform launched 
12 weeks ago and in that time 
has had 10,000 average traffic per 
month and already has over 200 
listings. 

In her opening speech at Tatter¬ 
salls last Wednesday, she said: “We 
aim to become the equestrian 
destination for buyers and sellers 


in the UK and Ireland.” 

The website will also be linked 
to local riding and pony clubs 
with the launch of a Club Contri¬ 
bution Scheme. 

The scheme will mean that with 
every item sold, ten per cent of the 
listing fee will be donated to the 
local club. 


Gabrielle added: “The scheme 
is for smaller clubs who might be 
struggling. 

“We want to support them at 
a grass roots level. In Australia, 
$10,000 was raised as a result of 
the scheme.”

A T first glance, 
they look like 
old masters. The 
grandeur of the 
composition, the 
richness and texture of the 
image - all would befit an 
18th century oil painting. 

But Ripley's horse portraits 
are photographs; artfully 
assembled and digitally 
enhanced, but photographs 
all the same. They're 
mesmerising. 

"I'd like to create a body 
of work which - and this 
sounds very grand - people 
will still be reflecting on in 50, 
10O years' time," says Ripley. 
"Mind you, it'll probably take 
me that long to do it. . ." 

Doffing his cap to the 
vast canon of equine art - 
George Stubbs is a particular 
hero - Ripley admits "there 
is something of my aesthetic 
process that can be likened to 
painting. 

"I photograph each element 
of the picture separately - 
separate skies, separate grass, 
separate architecture - and 
then, using the computer, 
compose it as an artist 
would." 

Like the thoroughbreds he 
photographs (he shoots solely 
racehorses, no ordinary hacks), 
Ripley has an impressive 
pedigree. He's been taking 
pictures since he was a boy and 
counts pop and rock royalty 
(David Bowie, Tina Turner, 

Ozzy Osbourne) and a gridful 
of Formula 1 drivers (Mika 
Hakkinen, Jenson Button, 
Michael Schumacher) among 
his subjects. 

We're meeting at 
Newmarket's Jockey Club 
Rooms, the private members' 
club which, only recently 
open to the public, has been 
at the heart of the racing 
community for some 250 
years. Home to an expansive 
and entrancing collection of 
equine art, it's a fitting venue. 

"You could leave me in 
here all day, just looking at the 
aintings," says Ripley, settling 
imself by the Morning Room 


fire. "See that Stubbs, which 
hangs above the fireplace? It 
was that picture, and others 
like it, which made me 
realise cameras are limited by 
their in-built depth of field; 
whereas, in a painting, every 
element can be wrought in 
the same detail. 

"I discovered that setting 
a horse against a very sharp 
background, so you can 
literally see the leaves on the 
trees and the blades in the 
grass, gave the picture a more 
painterly finish. 

"But, unlike with 
paintings, my pictures aren't 
interpretations of real horses - 
they are real." 

Ripley started photographing 
horses about three years 
ago and, keen to immerse 
himself, upped sticks from 
London, moved to a village 
near Newmarket and set 
about researching his subject. 

"I attended more than 40 
lectures at the National Stud," 
he smiles. "I know more about 
equine anatomy than I'll 
probably ever need to know." 

This full-on and focused 
approach is, it transpires, 
characteristic: whatever the 
challenge, Ripley rises to it. 

Growing up in an artistic 
family - his mother an actress, 
his father a musician - Ripley 
played cello as a young child; 
by the age of 7, he'd won a 
scholarship to Chetham's, the 
esteemed school of music. 

"That was my life," he 


says, simply, "until, when 
I was about 11, my older 
sister came back from a trip 
to America - and brought a 
camera with her. I'd taken 
pictures before, but this 
camera was something else. I 
thought it was the best thing 
ever. 

"My parents were slightly 
eccentric: they kept large 
cats, lynx and bobcats, as part 
of a conservation project. 
Essentially they fostered the 
young cats until they were 
old enough to re-enter the 
breeding programme," 
continues Ripley. 

"Obviously they were great 
subject matter for me. They 
were wild animals and pretty 
dangerous; they certainly 
weren't tame. If you bottle- 
rear a lynx, you've got a 
chance of taming it - but as 
soon as it's back with its own 
kind, the natural order of 
things is restored. 

"I used to go in with them 
and became quite adept at 
anticipating their moods." 

The family lived just outside 
Manchester, home to Factory 
Records, and, thanks to his 
dad's connections with both 
the label and numerous bands, 
by his early teens Ripley was 
taking pictures at big gigs. "I 
photographed bands like A 
Certain Ratio, Siouxsie and the 
Banshees... 

"Coming from my 
background, the music just 
blew me away. It was like 
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'Forget classical - this is fun'. 

It just seemed so much more 
glamorous." 

Along with the artistic 
aspect of photography, 

Ripley was taken with the 
technicalities too, from the 
mechanics of the camera to 
the alchemy of dark room 
development. By 16, having 
honed his skills on bass guitar, 
he was gigging with bands 
himself - but every penny 
he earned went on film or 
camera kit. 

Leaving home at 17 
and heading for the bright 
lights of London, a friend 
recommended Ripley to the 
team at picture library Retna. 
"I'd never really shown my 
pictures to anyone before, and 
had no clue if they were of 
commercial interest at all," he 
remembers. "Within a week 
I was taking pictures of David 
Bowie..." 

A job for music magagzine 
Q followed. "I spent most 
of the 90s travelling all over 
the world - to New York, 

LA, Japan, Australia - to 
photograph bands. I shot 
Smashing Pumpkins, Garbage, 
Ash, Oasis, Prodigy; all the 
great bands from that era. I 
also covered Destiny's Child's 
early stuff; I shot their first UK 
magazine cover." 

It was during that period 
that - always pushing the 
boundaries and keen to try 
new technology - Ripley 
began experimenting with 
CGI. The futuristic results 
caught the eye of former 
Spice Girl Victoria Beckham, 
who wanted a new look to 
accompany her fledgling solo 
career. 

But the trappings of fame 
became something of a drag. 
"Everyone's got this entourage 
of assistants and stylists and 
make-up artists and A&Rs. 

"I did this one shoot in New 
York and I counted 22 people 
in the room that really didn't 
need to be there. I found I was 
doing a PR job a lot of the time, 
managing these 'events', when 
I wanted to focus on what I was 
there to do - taking pictures." 

A move into the fast-paced 
world of Formula 1 followed: 
"We'd set up a little studio in a 
pit garage and grab the drivers 
whenever they had a window 
of time: they'd dash in, 
between testing, and they were 
great - I think it was a welcome 
distraction for them." 

A job shooting covers for 
Top Gear magazine led in 
turn to ad campaigns for 
top-flight car manufacturers: 
Lotus, Ferrari, Bugatti. After 
the craziness of his celebrity 
shoots, photographing cars - 
in immaculate hi-tech studios, 
complete with the all-round 
constant light cars need to 
look their best - was, says 
Ripley, "absolutely fantastic". 

By this stage, he was doing 
an increasing amount of work 
in post-production: "I was 
shooting the cars in the studio 
and all the other elements 
separately. I became obsessed 
with Tarmac: if I came across a 
nice stretch of road, I'd have to 
pull over and get a shot. These 
days I do the same thing with 
nice grass!" 

Keen to avoid creative 
stagnation - "however much 
you like what you're doing, if 
you do the same thing over and 


over it does become 'a job', 
if you know what I mean?" - 
Ripley decided to return to his 
photographic roots. 

"I wanted to work with 
animals again and realised I'd 
never actually photographed a 
horse," he says. "Whatever I'm 
photographing, I want it to be 
the best. The best horses are 
kept in Newmarket - so I came 
to Newmarket." 

Although he continues to 
do commercial work (under 
his full name, Rip Ripley), it's 
clear Ripley finds his equine 
work thoroughly absorbing - 
and very rewarding. 

"In my head I was going 
to get a beautiful horse and 
put it in a studio, position 
it perfectly, light it perfectly, 
then do my thing," he says, 
laughing at his own naivety. 

"Of course it doesn't quite 
work like that. These are 
animals - and very expensive 
animals. You have to have a 
relationship with the owner 
and the trainer and then, 
once you've got permission to 
shoot, you have to put your 
hopes in the British weather." 

Although most of his equine 
subjects remain anonymous 

- again, the soul of discretion 

- Ripley has taken pictures of 
some famous steeds, including 
the Paul Nicholls-trained Big 
Buck's, recognised as the 
greatest staying hurdler in 
history (having won a record 
four consecutive World 
Hurdles at 2012's 
Cheltenham Festival). 

The horses are set 
in a wide variety of 
landscapes, from 
the traditional 
(Newmarket 
Heath) to the 
unusual (a grand 
country house 
garden) to the 
outright outlandish 
(the middle of a 
New York street). 

(The horse in the 
New York images 
is called American 
Trilogy, Ripley 
explains; it's a 
visual joke.) 

Printed on 4ft 
by 3ft canvases, 
the images 
have a real 
majesty: they're 
compelling to 
look at. 

Ripley's 
Racehorse On 
Newmarket 
Heath With 
A Rubbing 
Down House 
is an homage 
to Stubbs, 
who frequently 
painted the 
squat brick 
buildings. It 
shows a horse 
standing in 
front of the 


town's last standing rubbing 
down house, the Rowley 
Mile's iconic Millennium 
Grandstand just visible in the 
far distance. 

Though full of historical 
references, Ripley's 
pictures are the product 
of cutting-edge camera 
and computer technology; 
they're thoroughly modern 
masterpieces. 

Having held his first 
exhibition of equine 
photographic art at the Jockey 
Club this summer, to coincide 
with the July Festival, Ripley 
says his longer-term aim is to 
produce a coffee table book. 

"It will probably take me four 
or five years to build up that 
number of pictures. But I am 
happy to spend the time. 

"I love racehorses; I love 
their spirit. You have to 
admire the fact that they've 
been trained to the peak of 
fitness, yet on the day they 
might get to the course and 
think 'No thanks. I don't want 
to race'. They're the most 
enthralling creatures."

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THE jealousy in the newsroom was palpable as 
I called Clare Balding. The one and only Clare 
Balding, that is. Because really, how often do you 
get to speak to someone quite so impressive (even 
if they are almost certainly crunching through an 
apple during your chat)? 

You'll be pleased to know I did not come over 
all fan-girl, but only because Balding is far too 
professional and, well, normal, for that. 

At 43, the Hampshire-born sports broadcaster, 
BBC darling and Cambridge graduate, is a media 
force to reckon with. She is a champion of women's 
sports, an exemplary presenter and deftly handles 
the unavoidable spotlight that comes with being 
one of very few female sports journalists in the 
public eye, and also being gay. She's also spoken 
out on tackling thyroid cancer and overcoming an 
eating disorder she battled as an amateur jockey. 

Having already kicked off this year's Ely Literary 
Festival, she's returning to her student stomping 
ground for the one-day Cambridge Winter Literary 
Festival to talk about her new memoir, Walking 
Home: My Family, and Other Rambles. 

Drawing on her ingrained love of getting out 
and about and tramping through the English 
countryside, something she does with special guests 
on her Radio 4 programme, Ramblings, it follows on 
from her first book, My Animals and Other Family, 
which came out in 2012. 

My Animals, she explains, used the canines and 
racehorses she grew up with as a framework or 
"mental map" for plotting her life in print. 

"That gave me a really nice structure for telling 
stories," she says. "I thought this time I'd use 
something that's been really important and special 
to me in my adult life, which has been walking." 

The book shares not only snippets of her life, 
the people in it and her passion for walking, but

also "my belief in how important walking is for 
us as human beings and how much we need it. 
Sometimes [we need] to slow down and travel 
gently through the countryside." 

And this is her main aim, to encourage more 
people to don jackets, gloves and walking boots 
and brave the great old muddy, sunny, rainy, leaf- 
strewn, blustery outdoors. "I think my ultimate 
result would be for anyone who reads it to go: 

I wanna go walking this weekend! Let's go and 
explore somewhere new! I want to walk with my 
partner or with my children or with my parents! And 
to just get the pleasure from that really simple act." 

"And it's free!" she bursts out. "We have 
fantastic access in this country, we're so lucky at the 
variety of walks!" 

Balding admits that weaving her thoughts and 
feelings into a memoir, albeit for the second time, 
was still more than a little daunting. 

"Oh gosh, I mean it's quite nerve-wracking 
because you've put a lot of yourself into a book and 
you know that people are going to invest a lot of 
time in it," she says, musing: "It's a very intimate 
process I think, other people reading your written 
word, and it's so permanent, not like radio and 
television that's gone in a flash. You're creating 
something that is permanent, that's still going to 
exist in a hundred years' time - if they haven't all 
been burned," she sputters. "But you know what I

mean!" 

Balding started working in radio as a trainee on 
5Live and Radio 1 after graduating from Cambridge 
University in 1994. She read English at Newnham 
- where she's just been named an Honorary Fellow 
("a huge honour") - and, when she wasn't tearing 
through the literary greats, rowed endlessly and 
headed up the Cambridge Union Society (where 
she'll be talking for the Literary Festival). 

"Oh I loved it, I had a fantastic time" she buzzes, 
spinning off into a stream of memories. 

"Cycling through town first thing in the morning 
and getting down to the river, that crispness in the 
air, clambering into an old great big wooden boat 
and making it move, haha, and seeing swans on 
the river and just seeing the lights start to come 
on as everybody wakes up. I loved it. I loved the 
architecture, I loved the courtyards of the colleges 
and King's College Chapel; it's just a beautiful 
place." 

Currently Balding's favourite job (of many) is 
working on her live weekly BT Sport chat segment, 
The Clare Balding Show. "I really enjoy that, giving 
sports people a chance to talk at length about 
themselves, their career," she says. "We have a lot 
of fun on it as well, we do silly challenges and it 


gives me a chance to promote women's sport which 
I feel pretty strongly about." 

"Pretty strongly" is something of an 
understatement. Balding is one of the most 
outspoken and committed champion of women in 
sport there is. 

"I want to make a difference so you have to 
keep saying it, you have to keep pushing and you 
have to keep telling people that it could do with 
more coverage, more exposure, more information 
online, more coverage in newspapers, more chat 
about it on the radio," she says feverishly, almost 
angrily. "You know, women don't just pop up at the 
Olympics having done no sport for four years! 

"And things matter because we make them 
matter. You've got to have conversations about 
people and events to make it matter, otherwise, 
frankly, we're all just running round in circles or 
kicking a ball in afield."

Perfect time t< 
put down roots 


THERE’S no better time to plant trees 
and conifers, particularly bare-root 
ones, when the plants are dormant but 
the soil is still warm enough for the 
roots to become established before 
spring. 

So if you're planting a tree during 
National Tree Week, which runs from 
November 29 to December 7, consider 
firstly your situation and how much 
space you have. 

Trees can create privacy, shade, 
dramatic impact, colour and fruit, as 
well as movement and architectural 
form. The height and structure of the 
types you choose are as important in 
a small garden as they are in a large 
one. 

If you have a small space, consider 
choosing a narrow tree with minimal 
spread, which will provide height 
and structure. Alternatively, you may 
prefer one landmark spreading tree 
with a canopy which casts dappled 
shade but allows for some planting 
underneath. Compact 'weeping' 
trees, such as a weeping pear (Pyrus 
salicifolia) could be used as a focal 
point. If your space is really limited, 
you could plant a carefully trimmed

tree in a large pot. 

Excellent trees for small gardens 
include Amelanchier lamarckii, 
pictured, whose graceful branches 
carry copper-hued new leaves in 
spring along with starry, white 
flowers. In autumn the leaves often 
colour brilliantly too. 

If you have room for two trees, try 
to combine two trees which have a 
different season of interest, such as a 
photinia - an evergreen with new red 
growth in late spring - and sorbus, 
which has lovely autumn hues and 
dazzling berries. 

If you are looking for flowers, 
consider one of the crab apple 
varieties, such as Malus floribunda, 
the Japanese crab, which is adorned 
with blush pink and white fragrant 


flowers in spring and is slow growing, 
or the Malus 'Royal Beauty', which 
bears deep red-purple flowers and 
small dark red fruits. 

Among the most suitable flowering 
trees for a confined space is the 
Prunus 'Amanogawa', an upright 
specimen with ascending branches 
which produces fragrant pink flowers 
in mid-spring. 

If you only have room for a pot, 
consider a Japanese maple, which will 
produce fantastic foliage colour, or a 
trimmed bay, photinia or olive tree. 

Bigger gardens offer more scope to 
house majestic oaks, horse chestnuts 
and lime trees. Just be aware of their 
impact on your views long-term 
because you don't want them to 
screen your vista of the countryside. 

Recommended RHS AGM varieties 
to plant include Photinia fraseri 'Red 
Robin', Acer freemanii 'Autumn Blaze', 
Quercus palustris, Malus 'Evereste' 
and Sorbus vilmorinii. 

Trees planted in the autumn will 
experience much less stress and will 
require less watering and aftercare 
than trees planted in spring or 
summer.

When planting, dig out a hole much 
larger than the roots, at least 30cm 
(1ft) wider than the rootball and 30cm 
(12in) deeper and mix in good garden 
compost and a generous sprinkling of 
slow-release fertiliser. 

Stake your plant using a stake as 
long as the distance from the bottom 
of the hole to just below the first 
branch, plus 45cm (18in). It's easier to 
do it if the tree is removed, then once 
the stake has been driven in replace 
the tree, teasing its roots around the 
stake and make sure that the tree 
is held away from the stake with a 
buffer to stop it rubbing. Larger trees 
can be staked using three stakes in a 
triangle shape in the hole about 50cm 
(18in) from the stem of the tree. 

Add compost to the soil you are 
going to put back around the tree, 
firming it against the roots, but avoid 
heeling in on top of the rootball or 
you may damage the tree. Pile the soil 
around the tree to create a mound, so 
directing the water into the rootball.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


d Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

d Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss.

1 WEEK TO GO:

Appleford leaves 
Mildenhall Town 


CHRISTIAN Appleford has left Mildenhall Town, 
four-and-a-half years after taking over as manager 
of the first team. 

Appleford left the post following last night’s 
Suffolk Premier Cup tie at Sudbury, having made 
the decision at the weekend that he would leave. 

He revealed that this was always going to be his 
last season as he is keen to take on a new challenge, 
and stressed his decision to leave the post now had 
nothing to do with recent results. 

With the club actively looking to bring in a 
replacement, Appleford said he felt the time was 
right for him to leave now so as to speed up the 
process of recruiting a long-term successor. 

“It was always going to be my last season at the 
club and I’d been speaking to them about it for a 
while,” he said. 

“On the one hand it was a hard decision but on 
the other it wasn’t. 

“When I was ringing the players on Saturday to 
tell them I felt quite emotional. 

“I’ve been there nearly five years and they’re quite 
upset, but that’s football.” 

Appleford expects Alan Alsop, who joined the club 
in the summer as director of football, to take over in 
the short term ahead of next Saturday’s game unless 
a successor is appointed during the week. 

“I’ve had good times there, it’s a great club and 
there are great people,” added Appleford. 

“I’m probably going to have a little break now and 
then look for my next opportunity.” 

Last Saturday Mildenhall lost 2-1 at Haverhill 
Rovers, their fourth consecutive loss. 

Mildenhall fell 2-0 down despite dominating the 
game, with Adam Burroughs’ late strike a mere 
consolation. 

“The match was typical of what’s been going on,” 
added Appleford. 

“We’ve had the majority of possession but we

made two individual errors for their two goals and 
at the other end allowed the keeper to make easy 
saves.” 

Newmarket Town boss Kevin Grainger was 
disappointed after seeing his team held to a 
goalless draw at home to Wivenhoe Town.

throughout the match but failed to take any of them. 

“It was a very one-sided game in our favour,” said 
Grainger. 

“But we just couldn’t get the ball in the net. They 
spoiled the game with lots of free kicks but to be fair 
to them they worked hard.

Sayers scoops inspirational award 


GOLDIE Sayers earned the Inspira¬ 
tion Award at the British Athletics 
Writers’ Awards in London. 

The 32-year-old Newmarket jave¬ 
lin thrower received the accolade at 
a prestigious ceremony at the Tower 
Hotel for her role as captain of the 
British team at the 2014 European 
Athletics Championships in Zurich. 

Chairman, Simon Hart said: 
“Goldie’s inspirational speech on 
the eve of the European Champi¬ 


onships has become legendary. 

“Her determination to come 
back from injury and the 
encouragement she gave to the 
younger athletes has earned 
admiration from everyone.” 

Male athlete of the year was 
Olympic champion Greg Ruther¬ 
ford who added Commonwealth 
and European gold to his medal 
haul this year. 

Jo Pavey, the 10,000m gold 


medallist in Zurich and at 40 the 
oldest female European champion 
in history, won the female athlete 
of the year award. 

Pavey, who also won bronze 
in the 5,000 metres at the 
Commonwealth Games in Glas¬ 
gow, was Sayers’ room-mate at the 
European Championships, said: 
“Goldie is a very special person 
and a real inspiration to me and 
everyone in the team.”
